EASTERN' STATES. 

New York, May '21.— l'apers publish ac- 
counts of the discovery of the lost Lord 
Drumnioud, heir to an earldom and kins- 
man to Queen Victoria, working as a porter. 
He came to America with his governess 
twelve years ago. lie was married on his 
arrival, and bus since struggled along in 
poverty and distress, his father having re- 
nounced him. lie goes by the name of 
George Johnson, and evinces much more 
aptitude for physical than mental effort. 
The peerage of which he is the next heir 
antedates the discovery of America. It is 
stated that a reconciliation of Lord Drum- 
iiiond with his family will bo effected. 

Ferdinand Ward, of Grant it Ward, was 
arrested this evening by a deputy marshal 
on a suit brought against him by Nelson J, 
Tappan, City Chamerlaiu. Ward is held 
on $30,000 bail, the amount fixed in the or- 
der of arrest. He lias not yet been lodged 
in jail, but is in the custody of the sheriff, 
bail not having yet been furnished by Ward.

(Uy Mrs J. K. Watrous,) 
Women ol full intellectual, mural and 
spiritual developments arc deeply interes- 
ted in true reforms. So far as circum- 
stances permit they go to their help as 
spontaneously as the mother bird rushes 
to the neat of her young when she sus- 
pects they may be in danger. If condi- 
tions provent their doing the best that 
might be done, they, in conformity to ex- 
isting conditions do what they can. This 
is why the great Iowa campaign found so 
many women early on the battle ground 
earnestly working for the triumph of tem- 
perance. Where is there a woman of the 
intelligence and sympathy usual in lior 
sex, who has not oeou deeply movod by 
the woes indicted on humanity by the use 
of alcoholic drinks? Are thero not among 
these multitudes whoso nearest and dear- 
est ones have become drunkards and then 
criminals? But for these sad facts the 
Ohio crusade would not have been and 
t!ie largo society known as the N. W. C. 
T. U. would not exist. It dues exist as an 
intellectual, moral and religious force; 
but its sublime mission never will bo 
fully achieved until it exists also aq a po- 
litical force, 

.^The idea that the "pulls" is necessarily 
an unsuitable place for women to go to 
register their names and to depoiiit thoir 
vuics appears entirely inconsistent. Why 
is it more improper to vote by the side of 
men than it is to congregate with them at 
church, to meet them in places of business 
and amusement, to spend hours in their 
society at parties, etc.? If the polls are 
at unsuitable places lot them bo removed 
to suitable ones. We could vote with 
more facility, efficiency and permanence 
of influence than can ever be realized by 
hours of conspicuous labor at the polls 
year after year to persuade men to vote as 
we think best. Women have immensely 
failed to perceive tli» necessity of their 
votes. When they in ! arge numbo.s real 
izo this neceaany uy lar the greatest bar- 
rier to woman's political influence will 
have been removed. 

A picture of tho voting of women so re- 
volting has been presented by opposers of 
the cause, that many refined, sensitive 
women had come to the conclusion never 
to vote oven in tho interests of schools. 
When one of this class was refusing the 
entreaties of her stronger minded sister to 
vote for school commissioner, her husband 
came to the rescue, saying, "My dear, 
you understand it, is for the interest of our 
children, that you vote in this case." She 
voted, and did not lind it the unseemly 
act she had supposed. Another, who had 
been equally prejudiced, said she saw that 
school matters would go wrontr in the town 
where she resided if women did not help 
the right side by their votes as well as by 
moral and religious suasion. May the 
women of our entire republic perceive 
that this important, brief act, is by far 
the surest moans of confirming the influ- 
ence of their moral and religious efforts in 
reform. To call the act ridiculous is 
false. To call it inconsistent is nonsense. 
To call it unwomanly is unjust to the true 
earnest woman, who lives host, and thrives 
most, in her God-appointed position of a 
true helpmeet to man in all the relatione 
of human life.

It is composed of Mr. and 
Mrs. II. A. Kendall and sixteen other peo- 
ple, who undertake to run the entire gamut 
of drama.

THE EXTIRPATION OF d AMBL- 
ING. 

The meeting on Thursday evening was a 
first step in a campaign against one of the 
moat terrible evils which has been allow- 
ed to take root and grow in our midst — 
the evil of gambling' Like a cancerous 
sore the vice Una been nourished in the 
heart of this fair city, poisoning and 
counteracting the healthful influence 
which should have built up our youth to 
noblo manhood. In many cases, the 
beat influence of church and home have 
been overcome by thu powerful tempta- 
tions of gambling houses openly main- 
tained in our very midst. Here at all 
times our young men have seen gambling 
going on. They have seen money won 
rapidly and without much trouble; the 
play was exciting, the possibility of win- 
ning was alluring, and like flies they have 
bean enticed into the fatal web. All of 
us know of many such cases — young 
men of respectable families, and we know 
what followed . A little success, perhaps, 
which increases] tho desire fur gain, then 
losses set in and gradually all their avail- 
able money is gone. Then salaries are 
overdrawn — the money is spent before it 
is eaniod. By and bye tho young man 
gets desperate, and in a dark hour he adds 
to his guilt by appropriating his employ- 
er's money or forging a check. Perhaps 
this is discovered immediately or he may 
have opportunities for repeating the crime 
but in either case the end must come and 
it is always the same— disgrace f"r him- 
self and his family and in most cases he 
goot on from bad to worse adding one 
after another to his list of crimes. He is 
a lost man; honor and reputation are 
gone. It may be said that we paint in 
too dark colors. Some young men out 
grow these follies and settle down into 
respectable members of society. Yes, 
some of them do, but it is not one in a 
hundred who has strength enough to 
break from bad habits when unee formed. 
The presence of . so many ladies at the 
meeting the other ever.ing was a must 
cheering sign. It looks as if they mean 
to encourage by their sympathy and mor- 
al force the energetic measures which the 
citizens of Victoria are preparing to adopt 
to crush out a terrible evil. Women 
have perhaps suffered most from the 
effects of gambling. Mothers have »ami 
their chsrished sons led astray (and the 
firat step here is generally gambl 
ing) till they sunk and were lost 
in the mire of sin. Wives 
and daughters have suffered the shame 
and agony of beholding a husband or 
father carried deeper and deeper into the 
depths till all self-respect was gone, good 
name and position lost, and nothing more 
to bo expected but an ignominious death. 
This has been tho history of thousands, 
and this has been tho experience of many 
women's lives. It is hoped that all tho 
women of Victoria will do what they can 
in the good cause. Lot them use their 
influence on tho right side. Is it not 
truo that Borne heads of families really 
sanction gambling by allowing and par- 
ticipating in mild forms of it in their own

Priests in 
gorgeous vestments, assisted by acolytes in 
white, performed tho funeral service with 
the usual musical accompaniment; the 
funeral baked meats were placed at tho foot 
of She eoUin, sucking pig related whole, 
being tho most prominent feature. The 
henrso stood near, and tho varied cavalcade, 
formed in order, occupied the middle of the 
road. Tho funeral sorvico was at last over 
nnd tho body, which was enclosed in two 
coffins, ouo of metal, was placed in the 
hearse. Tho procession thou moved for- 
ward to Doughis street, down FiBgard along 
Store, up Johnson street, along Govern- 
ment and up Fort street in tho following 
order: Mounted Chinamen ou horseback, 
three abreast, with flag; brass band, led by 
Professor I lay lies, playing tho Dead March 
in Saul; large gongs balanced on men's 
shoulders at the end of poles nnd sounded 
ut intervals; men in costume carrying ma- 
sonic emblems; men carrying ancient arm*, 
such as Hpears and shields ; men robed iu 
white, bearing symbols; led horse, cupuriB- 
oned with parti-colored drapery ; chief 
mourner (deceased's son) iu sack cloth, 
bending double with grief between two 
supporters; hearse containing tbo body, with 
pall bearers on either side, and followed by 
more Chinese in costume; carriages with 
musicians; three express wagons, contain- 
ing funeral baked meats; deceased's summer 
and winter clothing, etc.; tho doctor in it 
buggy, and n string of carriages that reach- 
ed the whole length of Government street. 
Tin; pageant, which was the greatest effort 
in the funeral line that Victoria has yet 
seen, finally pussed up Fort street to tho 
ltoss Buy cemetery, where the ceremonies 
were brief. The grave, however, was found 
rather small for tho numerous articles it 
had to contain; but space was found for 
Chen Shu, who sleeps the sleep of his fath- 
ers, doubtless in the hope that one duy bis 
bones would mingle with theirs iu tho Flow- 
ery Kingdom. Iu addition to boing a 
high masonic dignitary, Chen Shu wus a 
I most generous person. He always relieved 
his distressed countrymen, and being wor- 
shiped by them while living, is mourned 
by them when dead. 

Protecting One's Own. 

Yesterday we had something to say 
I about the wide-open door through which 
American boats enter into and enjoy tho 
coasting priviliges of these waters. To- 
day wo wish, by quoting tho under-given 
\ paragraph from the Seattle Post-lntol- 
1 ligeiicor, to bIiow how jealous people on 
I the otlior side ure of oven laborers from 
Victoria. If thero was a little more tia- 
tional spirit infused into Canadian laws 
there would be no more invasions of the 
rights of Canadian shipowners by Ameri- 
can tugs: 

"The (loorgo W. Elder, Mexico and 
Queen of the Pacific all bring men from 
Victoria. They bring from seventeen to 
twenty men every trip. Tho Elder 
brought over seventeen mon from Vic- 
toria last trip and not u Seattle man was 
employed in discharging her. There wero 
a fow Soattlo men used when she coaled, 
but very few. The reason they allege for 
doing thiB is that tho men hero struck for 
the saino wages they have to pay Victoria 
men. Thia strike has long since ceased 
to exist, and why in the name of con- 
science du they bring men over from Vic- 
toria with an expense of board and lodg- 
ing, when hundreds of men in Seattle are 
anxiously crowding the docks only to find 
that the wolf will not be driven from thoir 
door, but that English blood and English 
hands will be brought over to our Ameri- 
can shore, and by an American company 
to du their work hero. We hope that 
through the press it may be brought to 
the notice of Mr. Tibbals, who we havo 
no doubt will do something to remedy this 
evil. The men of Victoria aro not better 
men as will be evidenced from the fact 
that Mr. Hanson, mato of tho Queen of 
the Pacific, had some two or moro of 
tliein arrested hiBt trip fot disorderly con- 
duct ."

EXCISION OF THE STOMACH. 

First Trial of Hie Operation in 
(lie United Slates. 

Trying- a Dosporats Eomedy for Oanc.r 
-An Iowa Farmo? Undor the 
Surgeon's Knifo. 

With a cheery "All right, Doctor, I'm 
ready fur you," tho patient stepped in 
from an adjoining room, where he had 
stripped to his red flannel underclothing 
and his thick yarn stockings. Ho walked 
over to the operating table firmly, and 
stopped a moment to nod with a pleasant 
smilo aa ho was introduced to the three or 
four assistants. Then he stretched him- 
self out, adjusting his head and asking in 
a voice with;: tremor how ho should put 
his foet, but a iding before the quostion 
was answored. "You can fix me any way 
you like when you get ready to go 
ahead. " 

The form bared was that of a tniddlo- 
aged man. Emaciation had made eome 
progroas with tho muscles, but there wero 
evidences of much strength remaining. 
Tho facb was bronzed and his eye clear. 
He had led tho regular, healthy life of a 
fanner, and it was hard to believe at 
a glance that a fatal disease was doing its 
work on his vitals. 

A few weeks ago a well-to-do farmer 
named French, living near Dos Moines, 
la., came to the city to find better medi- 
cal advice than tho country practioners 
could give him. He had boon suffering 
for a year with trouble located iu the 
stomach, which had grown gradually 
worse. Vomiting sot in the beginning of 
December, nnd not a day passed without 
three or fourspells of this kind, ilia case 
batlled one physician after another. Tho 
failure to retain nourishment nioant slow 
starvation. When he came to St. Louis 
the moat skilled member of" the profession 
examined him and were divided iu their 
opinions, (/none diagnosis the ailment 
was pronounced cancer of the stomach. 
The nest physician would declare his Grin 
belief, after closo examination, that there 
was no tumor Dr. A.C. Bernays held 
to the opinion that it was a case of cancer. 
No moro grit was over incorporated into 
fivo-feet-sevon of humanity than this Iowa 
farmer had. Ho faced the problem of life 
or death without flinching. Suppose he 
had cancor of the stomach! Was there 
no remedy I Ninety nine doctors out of 
a hundred would have shaken their heads 
and told the patient nothing could bo dono 
for him but to reduce the suffering of the 
few months remaining to him to a mini- 
mum. From Dr. Bernays tho sufferer 
learned that surgery is growing bolder in 
the treatment of .cancer. If tho growth 
can be totally removed there is a possibil- 
ity of recovery. Surgeons have taken out 
the brain, tho kidneys and even the womb 
and other organs, and rocovery has fol 
lowed. But these operations are attend- 
ed with great risk . 

EXCISION OK THE STOMACH. 

The last organ which tho knife lias dar- 
ed to touch is tho stomach. Since 1881 
excision of this vital part for the removal 
of cancer has been attempted by eminent 
foreign surgeons, such as Billroth of Vi- 
enna, nnd Pean of Paris. But the per- 
centage of morality shows what desperate 
chances are taken. Of twenty-eight cases 
recorded six patients wero restored to 
health. In the twenty-two death came, 
but no less certain than it would havo 
beon had tho operation remained unper- 
formed. 

The Iowa fanner asked question aftor 
question until he had exhausted tho Bur- 
geon's stock of information on cancer of 
the stomach, and then went home. Tho 
othor duy he presented himself at the in- 
Btitue on Chouteau avenue and told Dr. 
Barnays he had come to have the opera- 
tion performed. There was no wavering, 
no nervousness. He had put his worldly 
affairs in order. His wife had come with 
him. Here ho wus, ready to placo himself 
under tho knife and to tako tho terrible 
chances. Three days ago a thorough ex- 
am ination was made and tho presenco of 
the cancer was established. Yesterday 
afternoon doctor'a buggies wero strung all 
along the north sido ot Chouteau avenue, 
between Ninth and Tenth streets, while 
up-Btair* about the operating table wore 
gathered tho leading surgooiiB of St. 
Louis. 

As the influence of tho chloroform came 
upon him the pationt told what was up- 
permost in his mind a3 lie lost conscious- 
ness. "Do with me just ns you pleaso, 
Doctor," he said; "in a minute moro you 
can cut mo from head to foot and 1 shan't 
know anything nbout it." 

"We'll do the best wo can for you, Mr. 
Freiich. Keep as quiet as you can," said 
Dr. Bernays. 

"I know it, Doctor, I know it. If I get 
through all right, I'll go home to my 
children; if I don't, let my wife havo my 
body," and then ho passed off into uncon- 
sciousness. 

Dr. Berneyfl looked at his watch. It 
was 1:15 p. in. He sent a messenger 
down stairs to summon the waiting sur- 
geons and then stripped oil his coat. His 
astistant3 followed his example and took 
their positions as ho directed. Dr.Sunima 
administered the chloroform. Dr. Borck 
stood opposite Dr. Bernays to assist in the 
immediate dotails of the operation. Dr. 
McCandless and tho elder Benays took 
chargo of tho array of instruments, the 
sponges and ligatures. Tho others made 
thomsMvcH useful as tho occasion called 
for- Dr. Thomas O'Reilly hold the hand 
of tho patient and watched the pulso 
beats, giving an occasional suggestion as 
to tho anaesthetic. Dr. Louis Baver held 
the ligatures in readiness. Grouped about 
the table wero: Dr. D. V. Dean, of the 
City Hospital; Dr. E. M. Powera, Dr. H. 
Wichman, Dr. Leslie, Dr. A. S. Burnes, 
Dr. Ch'Be of Sunimerfiold, Dr. Horn of 
Hot Springs, Dr. Bird of Quincy, Dr. 
Robo of Sandusky, and Dr. Holmes of 
Indiana. 

THE OPERATION. 
There wore a few greetings broken by 
Dr. Bernays, who suddenly said "Lot's to 
business, gentlemen." The chloroform- 
ing had reached a stage when the pationt 
was in readiness for tho operation. 
AcrosB the stomach the knifo was drawn. 
There was no talking after that— only an 
occasional remark in an undertone, a call 
for sponge, or towel, or ligature. Now 
and then the pationt moaned, but other- 
wise gavo no sign of consciousness. Deepor 
and deepor the knife sank. As the small 
veins and arteries wero reached one after 
the other, the knifo was laid aside for tho 
ligature. Now and then a jet of the life- 
current spouted up and foil on the shirt- 
sleeve of an assistant. But it waa no 
time for trifles. Sponges woro changed 
ovory fow seconds, and passed back to bo 
cleansed. The young surgoon worked on 
with a steady hand. The perspiration 
stood out in great beads on hia forehead, 
but there was no hesitation as to what the 
next stop should be. "I felt a little 
nervous," ho said when ho had effectod 
the entrance into tho abdominal cavity, 
because there was some doubt raised 
about the existence of the tumor. Its 
presence waa denied by aovoral physioknB, 
Feel here," and those who wishod placed 



a finger oil the uncorered stomach and 
had demonstrations of the character of 
the malady, 

It is no child's play, this exploration of 
tho vitals. Mon who had grown gray in 
tho profession stood silent, following every 
motion of the operator with almost pain- 
ful iutontnoss, only moving now and Ihen 
to mop the moisture from thoir faces. 
It was after an hour of uninterrupted 
work that the colon, the largo intestino 
leading from tho stomach, was lifted from 
its place and shown to be affected by the 
cancer for some portion of its length. 
The ligatures were applied, and in a mo- 
ment the diseased part was cut away. Then 
the stomach was lifted from its placo and 
turned over. The earnest, almost eagur, 
look upon the facea in that group under- 
went sudden change. It was from hope 
to despair. Nobody sp. >ko for a moment 
or two, and Dr. Bernays broke the silence, 
saying' "It is useless to go further, 
gentloinen." So it was the cancer which 
so many doctors had failed to detect, ex- 
tended the entire longth of tho stomach 
and into tho colon. "I expected to find 
a tumor tho sizo of a lion's egg, or there- 
abouts," said tho operator; "then I should 
havo cutout that part entirely, and sowed 
the edges together. But here is tho 
whole stomach affected, and also part of 
the colon. The removable of tho whole 
portion affected is an impossibility." 

Thero was nothing to do but to sow the 
edges of tho colon and to replace the parts. 
This was d mo as expeditiously as possible 
but tho surgery of this kind is at best slow. 
Before the work was done tho patient's 
condition became ulurniing. Ho began to 
sink. The administration of chloroform 
was stopped and hypodermic injections 
resorted to. Dr. Bernays worked on un- 
falteringly restoring the parts to their 
places. "1 want to give him back to his wife 
alive," he said, "so that she can have that 
satisfaction." Somo uf those standing by 
shook their heads. "It will bo nil over in 
an hour or two at the longest," one re- 
marked. 

OIVBN OVER TO His WIPE. 

Aftor having boon on tho talilo a few 
minutes less than two hours the patient 
whs placed in bud, tho ghastly array of 
instruments was removed, tho bloody re- 
minders of what, had transpired wero re- 
moved, nnd tho little lady who had been 
waiting and praying was sent for. Beforo 
sho wan admitted to the room Dr. Bernays 
met her. Sho, too, had gone through the 
terrible ordeal iu hor Iowa homo, and like 
the bravo husband had norvod herself for 
the worst. Perhaps sho roud the issue in 
the surgeon's face. At any rato she under- 
stood him without the uso of many words 
There was no hysterical outbreak. Just 
a look of agony replaced the yearning for 
something to baso hope upon. Tho tears 
wero fow and soon wiped away. Sho realiz- 
ed that there was nothing left but to 
make death easy. The doctor asked if sho 
thought her husband would like to have 
spiritual attention. She shook her head. 
Then it was determined not to toll the dying 
man that the operation was a failure. He 
kuew from his previous understanding of 
tho ease bow few the chances were in his 
favor. That was enough of warning. He 
should be allowed to puss away as peaceful 
as possible. Tho little lady went in and sat 
down by tho bed, and when the husband 
awoko from the long, troubled sleep, ho 
found her thero, clasping his hand. 

Tho city doctors did uot know tho stock 
of vitality the stalwart farmer had stored up 
against the days of disease. When they 
thought him dying on the table, he surpris- 
ed them by rallying. When consciousness 
returned he showed, oven aftor that ordeal 
and Iosh of blood, a degree of strength that 
surprised even Dr. Bernays. The rest of 
tho afternoon ho lay quietly, asking no 
questions, Beemingly in perfect content in 
his wife's presence. Between 7 nnd 8 
o'clock last evening bo answored tho sur- 
geon's questions in an audible tone, nnd 
said be was fuoliug no pain. "He may live 
through tho night; possibly ho may live 
several days, " said Dr. Bernays. "I tun 
astonished myself to see the vitality bo pos- 
sesses. If I could have operated before the 
disease had obtained such a hold, I should 
have strong hopes of bringing him through. 

'B'lie C. I*. IC. Steamers. 

It is reported the officials of tho Cana- 
dian Pitcilic have discovered that in tho 
four now steamers they havo had con- 
structed in Europe for lake service in this 
country a serious oversight has boon 
made, and ono that under the existing 
order of things destroys, to a considerable 
oxtent, their usefulness. These steamers 
wero constructed ill Europe, and one or 
more of them has made the passage 
over the ocean and been taken down pre- 
paratory to its passage through tho Wel- 
land Canal into Lako Erie. It is now 
discovered that in consequence of these 
steamers having been constructed nfter 
salt water models their displacement when 
launched into fresh water service is so 
great that they cannot ontor either Thon 
der Bay or Owen Sound, tho ports for 
which they were especially intended. The 
officor8 aro said to bo considerably exer- 
cised ovor the matter, Tho Btoamors, 
which are patterns of modern 
utility and excellence, will have 
to run so light freighted into 
these .orts aa to make their being profita- 
ble to the company a mutter of doubt. In 
the meantime, it is stated, surveys and 
soundings are being made at other ports, 
with a view of establishing now ports into 
which they can enter, and thiB is causing 
consternation to tho property owners in 
and about Thunder Bay and Owen Sound. 
It is a mooted question among ship- build- 
ers if steamers of tho description required 
by Canadian Pacific Company can bo built 
in Europe modeled for a fresh-water dis- 
placement, without being too top-heavy 
for an ocean passage, even if well ballast- 
ed, nnd therefore subject to capsizing in 
tho storms incident to an Atlantic passage.

Kingston (Out.), May 19. — The resi- 
dence of George Peters, at Sharbolo lake, 
was burned at an early hour this morning. 
Peters, his daughter of 8 years, a yotins 
woman named Bridger and three others 
were burned to death. It appears that 
the horror was the result of a spree. Pet- 
ers was a laborer on the railway, and with 
him and his family resided five of his fel- 
low workmen. Last night was spent in 
dissipation, which continuod until a late 
hour. About 1 o'clock Peters picked up 
a lamp and started up stairs, and when 
near the top the lamp fell from his Hand 
and in nn instant the stairway was in a 
blaze. Tho flames spread rapidly, and be- 
fore the family, most of whom were on 
the upper floor, woro aroused thoir 
escape was apparently impoasible. How- 
ever, Mrs. Petora, followod by two of her 
daughters, rushed through tho flames and 
succeedod in getting out safely, as did also 
John Peters, a son and two of the board- 
ers. Maggie Peters noticed that her little 
sister was still in the burning building and 
mado a desperate attempt to rescue her, 
but she was overcome by the smoke and 
was taken out insonaiblo.

A Hoaxer. 



Tt is said that Melville E. Stone, the 
managing editor of the Chicago News, 
who in vented the Matthew Arnold hoax, 
which the Chicago Tribune swallowed so 
unsuspectingly, has a penchant for prac- 
tical jokes.

A Peculiar and Original Way 
to Carry on a Banking 
Business. 

New York, May 17. — Ferdinand Ward 
continued Iub testimony before the referee 
yeaterduy and many timea while speaking 
a! moat took away the breath of the lawyer 
and spectators. Banks, of counsel for the 
receiver of Grant & Ward, conducted tliu 
examination. Ward admitted that ho 
never had a contract of any kind, and 
that he and his business wore frauds from 
beginning to ond. Bangs cross examined 
him as follows : 

Q. — Now do you draw money on your 
own check ? A. No, sir; I draw money 
from Grant & Ward by their check for 
§50,000, getting the money at the banks. 

Q. — How did you do it ? A.— Well, 
Col. Grant might give me a check for £50,- 
000 and I would get the money. 

Q. — Then how would you pay Col. 
Grant ! A. — I would give him my check. 

Q. — llow could you pay it ( A. — From 
what ho and tho other people put in. 

Q. — So that the real nature of the busi- 
ness consisted in discounting a fanciful 
prospect of imaginary profits to bo derived 
from fictitious contracts founded on man- 
ufactured and artificial contributions of 
altogether imaginary money ! A. — I think 
that was tho way. 

Q. — You made a banking business by 
imagining you were making profits. A. — 
Perhaps Bo . 

Q. — iiou credited Mr. Grant with an 
imaginaay portion of the imaginary profits 
and then he would get out of it by means 
of a chock to your order, which you would 
deposit to your own credit i A.— I think 
that was the way. 

Q. — And then you would get the cheek 
of the firm to your order which yuu would 
deposit in a bank as cash I A. — Yas sir. 

Q. — Having thus gut credit torso many 
dollars you would. give the firm of Grant 
ifc Ward your own cheek and deposit it in 
a bank ( A.— Sometimes. 

Q. — And did you practice all this art 
and deceive all those people without the 
assistance of a single confederate 1 A.— I 
did; no one was in with me. 

Q. — How can you find out what you did 
with the §379,000 you had drawn out of 
the concern ( A.— Perhaps by comparing 
the ledger account with my check book. 

The case was not concluded. It is con- 
fidently expected that Ward will bo crim- 
inally prosecuted and go to Sing Sing for 
a long term. 

THE ARCH-REBEL SPEAKS. 



Jell' Davis Again Asserts His 
Disloyal Sentiments. 

Rome (Ua.), May lt>. — There is to be a 
military encampment of State troops here 
in July and arrangements have boon made 
to' make it a rival of tho military spirit 
among the young men of the South. 
Among thoso whoso presence was pro- 
mised was Jefferson Davis, but the Morn- 
ing Courier prints the statement that tho 
ex-Confederate chieftain cannot come. In 
his letter Davis says; "The inducements 
you offer to me are most attractive. To 
seethe veterans of the war for State 
sovereignty and the sons of those who so 
nobly maintained the cause would be to 
me a pleasure of which it is with sincere 
regret I find mysolf deprived. Borne 
down by overwhelming numbers, South- 
ern resistance to wronj,' and usurpation 
proved unavailing, but believing, as I did 
and do, that the cause was just, that wo 
were but asserting tho eternal truths on 
which our fathers founded American in- 
depondonco, and which, sooner or later, 
I hope and boliove the American people 
will reassert, I cannot admit that ours was 
a loflt cause. It may not be — I hope it 
never will be — necessary to vindicate that 
cause by force of arms, but when the pas- 
sions of tho day subside and rea son has 
replaced truth upon her throne, ours will 
again be recognized as a union of free, in- 
dependent and sovereign States, held to- 
gether by a common interest nnd a noble 
desire, to transmit blessings to our pros- 
perity forever." 

In printing this letter, the Morning 
Courier says: "There is no cry of fawn 
ing about the grand old Confederate states- 
man. His utterances are always in keep- 
ing with the grandeur of his life. His 
motto has ever been 'How to the line, let 
the chips fall where they will,' and not a 
single act in his life will belie tho princi- 
ple he teaches. Long may the glorious 
old hero live, the pride of Southern 
chivalry." 

The comment on the letter by the po- 
ple is that Davis always speaks at the 
wrcng time; that as the Presidential elec - 
tions draw near he has to revamp some- 
thing about "State sovereignty" and simi- 
lar exploded political saws, calculated to 
make the people think there may be dan- 
ger in the old man yet. 

Caste in Esxlia. 

As I passed along tho streets at first, I 
noticed that soino people would frequent- 
ly turn aside and wait for mu to pass. Ac- 
customed to the obsequious courtesy of 
tho Oriental, 1 naturally supposed at first 
that this was a mark of respect; but I soon 
learned to my chagrin that it was because 
the people feared L would contaminate 
them. They were Brahmins, governed 
by laws of caste as inexorable as those of 
the Medes and Persians . 

Caste has been greatly broken down in 
India by the advent of western civiliza- 
tion; but the remnants of the system im- 
press the stranger most forcibly. 

Down at the cremating ghat on the 
rivor I discovered a phase of it When a 
man is to be burned, tho fire must be 
brought from the house of some domra, 
the lowest and most despised caste in all 
India. During his lifetime the man would 
not take fire from a domra for anything in 
tho world. If ho did ho would be banned 
from casto fellowship, and only on tho per- 
formance of some penance would he be 
admitted to his own clique atiain. Tho 
system of casto discipline is very rigid. 
The necessity of procuring the cremation 
fire from a domra affords a considerable 
revenue to the despised class, the mem- 
bers of which often charge fabulous sums. 
Baikunt, or heaven, has to be bought here 
by continual sacrificial rites. Even acci- 
dental contact with n lower caste man 
must be expiatod. 

The barques Prince Ttupert and Jessie

Drink in Switzerland. 

An interesting report has just been 
drawn up in Switzerland as to tho best 
method of checking tho rapidly increasing 
consumption of alcohol in the cantons of 
Berne, Argovie, Soleur'e, and Lucerne. It 
embodies the result of inquiries made as to 
the measures employed in thoso European 
countries, tho climate, revenues, and so- 
cial condition of which most resemble 
those of Switzerland. Tho three reme- 
dies which have been recommended are, 
first, that the people should be empowered 
to interfere in cases cf drinking to excess; 
tho second, that a high duty should bo 
levied on the manufacture, commerce, and 
the retail selling of alcoholic liquors; and 
third, that educational methods should 
be employed to combat the evil. Tho 
chief immediate source of relief will of 
course bo a high duty on alcohol. Civi- 
lization and morality perish whero brandy 
can be bought ai a shilling a gallon. — 
Pall Mall Gazette.

Columbia. 

WITH REFERENCE TO THE FORM OF RE- 
ply Intended to he made in duo course to I 
applications for purchase of Dominion Lands within 
the Railway licit ou the .Mainland of this Province, 
which was published in the British Columbia news- 
papers on tho 27th November last and subsequently, 
tb" attention of applicants for such lands is called to 
the provisions of the Dominion Lands Act, lSSIl, as 
to Homestead Rights, and particularly to sub section 
section 27 and sceliou 29 of that Act, to which 
provisions, as stated ill that reply, or to provisions 
similar thereto, all Homestead Rights in British 
Columbia will be subject. 

The sections of the Dominon lands Act which 
govern Homestead Rights are published in the Bri- 
tish Columbia Gazette of this day's date. 

The privilege of pre-empting land adjoining land 
held hy Homestead Right will, however, not he 
irranted in British Columbia; and It must therefore 
he borne in mind that the pre-emption provisions of 
the Dominion Lands Act will not be made applicable 
to the Dominion Lands In British Columbia. 

Due notice will bo given when tho Dominion 
Lands in the several districts are respectively open 
to Homestead Entry, and of tho appointment of 
Local Agents, hofore whom the allldavlts prescribed 
n section 20 of the Dominion Lands Act are to be 
made.
